To test the constitutionality of a 
fish and game law enacted by the last 
legislature, a case which has just been 
decided in Justice Hunt's court has 
been appealed to tile circuit court and 
will eventually land in the supreme 
court.

About that time a stranger took up 
hi» abode with Armstrong and they 
were frequently seen in the village to­ 
gether. 
A short time latter one of D. J. 
Cameron’s valuable horses turned up 
missing.

Armstrong and his companion but no 
arrests were made. 
It is very proba­ 
ble that some of the village gossip 
reached the ears of Armstrong and 
Curley and that highly incensed over 
it they decided to get revenge. 
Driving from the village one night 
past the Cameron farm two men tied 
up their team a short distance beyond 
the place, returned on foot and set 
tire to one of the big stock barns on 
the farm.
